The commissary’s share is 
ascertained as follows The King’s original share, under the statute 28 Henry 8, 
c, 19, is computed to be three-fourths of two-thirds, the primate’s two-thirds of 
one-third, the commissary’s one-third of one-tliird of one-ihird, and thus matters 
stood before the grants by the Crown of its share; since the making of those 
grants, the commissary’s fee or share of the tax has been computed by adding 
together the aforesaid original shares of the King, primate and commissary, and 
from the sum of them all, is deducted the amount of one-eighth of the whole tax, 
which one-eighth, so deducted, is paid to the primate, aud what remains after 
such deduction is paid to the commissary as his fee or share.
